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American First Editions 
Forty Years of Book Collecting History 


By Frederick 


HE collecting of first editions of Amer- 
FE ican authors practically began with the 

organization of the Grolier Club forty 
years ago. One of the earliest, most en- 
thusiastic and resourceful of these collectors 
of which we have any record was Beverly 
Chew, and his example soon inspired others 
to activity. 

The first dealer to cater to these new col- 
lectors was Leon & Brother, Fifth Avenue 
and Twenty-third Street, who issued a 
catalog of “First Editions of American 
Authors” in the summer of 1885 that is still 
a landmark in American bibliography. It 
was well printed, contained fifty-eight pages, 
included the works of several hundred 
“poets, philosophers, historians, statesmen, 
essayists, dramatists, novelists, travelers, 
humorists,” etc. It was really a drag-net 
intended to determine what this new group 
of collectors were or could be interested in. 
In its preface were these words, which 
doubtless seemed flamboyant at the time, but 
true and commonplace enough now: 


M. Hopkins 


“As the English collector hunts for 
Shakespeare, Milton, Thackeray or Shelley, 
the French for Ronsard, Villon, Montaigne, 
Musset and Hugo, so the American delves 
into stores and catalogs for copies of 
Mather, Franklin, Irving, Poe, Prescott, 
Longfellow, Lowell, Aldrich and the rest of 
the guild of our famous writers. Blurred 
in type and printed on indifferent paper, as 
some of them are, these first examples of 
the writings of our great authors are today 
worth their weight in gold. Not only are 
they increasing in value day by day, but 
they are of the highest bibliographical and 
literary interest... Poor and unassuming 
as some of these editions appear to be now, 
they have a distinct personality, which is 
entirely wanting in the sumptuous modern 
editions.” 

Perhaps ninety per cent of the items listed 
were priced at $2.50 or less. The follow- 
ing are a few items that will show the 
range of the rarer material:

One of these few was Charles B. Foote, 
a Wall Street broker, member of the Grolier 
Club and friend of Beverly Chew. He 
could not find the first editions he wanted 
in the bookshops and he advertised far and 
wide for them.

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was an opportunity to add to his collection. 
In an auction sale in Boston he was the 
under bidder when Poe’s “Tamerlane,” 1827, 
brought the remarkable price of $1,850. His 
collection grew rapidly and in 1894 it was 
sold at auction, 278 lots, comprising first 
editions of Emerson, Hawthorne, Holmes, 
Longfellow, Lowell, Poe and Whittier, 
bringing $3,691.36.

This sale caused a real sensation, the 
newspapers giving it columns of space in 
reports and comments. William Harris 
Arnold, in his “Ventures in Book Collect- 
ing,” says that he read the report in The 
Critic, with a laudatory appreciation of Mr. 
Foote’s books by Edmund Clarence Sted- 
man, and his curiosity was stimulated. The 
upshot of it was that he was soon collecting 
American first editions himself with great 
energy. He began with the first editions 
of Bryant, Emerson, Hawthorne, Holmes, 
Longfellow, Lowell, Thoreau and Whittier 
and continued for six years. He found it 
quite easy to gather more than half of his 
collection of seven hundred volumes, but 
the rarer lots came slowly. In 1901 Mr. 
Arnold sold his collection of “First Editions 
of American Authors” at the auction rooms 


of Bangs & Co., at 93 Fifth Avenue. He 
has left a very exact record of this venture. 
The cost and selling price of the collections 
of the eight authors were as follows:

Here was a concrete example easy to 
understand, and it gave American first edi- 
tions a boom. Some of the advances on 
costs were remarkable. For instance: Haw- 
thorne’s “The Celestial Railroad,” 1843, cost 
$1 and brought $124; Longfellow’s “Outre 
Mer,” 1833-34, $60, bringing $310; Lowell’s 
“Commemoration Ode,” 1865, $5, selling 
for $220; “Mason and Slidell,” $10.35, 
fetching $175; and “Il Pescabello,” 1862, 
$18, realizing $140. 

The example of the Arnold experiment 
had a very great influence in its day, espe- 
cially among discriminating collectors. 
Many began buying American first editions 
as speculators, a few as book lovers. The 
speculators got tired, as is frequently the 
case, and threw their collections into the 


auction market. A few persevered, treasur- 
ing their American authors, and passing 
them on to libraries, or to their heirs at 
death. One of the most important of these 
collections to appear at public sale was that 
of J. Chester Chamberlain of this city, 
whose “First Editions of Ten American 
Authors,” was sold by the Anderson Auc- 
tion Company in 1909. To the eight authors 
that Mr. Arnold had collected, Mr. Cham- 
berlain added Irving and Poe. It included 
many association items, all of which 
brought good prices. The more ordinary 
material showed little or no advance over 
the Arnold sale. 

A few of the significant items and the 
prices which they realized were the fol- 
lowing :

Here was a very substantial advance on 
the rarer items over the Arnold sale due 
largely to superior material and to a trend 
upward in values. 

The next sale of American first editions 
of importance was that of Walter Thomas 
Wallace sold at the American Art Galleries 
in 1920. This collection, in some respects, 
surpassed either the Arnold or Chamber- 
lain collections, but the identity of the col- 
lection as distinctly one of American 
authors was lost by being scattered thru an 
alphabet of rarities of a very wide range, 
and placed at further disadvantage by being 
largely bundled and sold in a rush and under 
the worst possible conditions. A few items 
showed advances; many, losses. On the 
whole, the result had little real significance, 





but really it had a disastrous effect. Col- 
lectors and dealers, especially speculators, 
avoided buying American first editions for 
several years. 

But Mr. Swann, who had deplored the 
conditions under which the Wallace collec- 
tion was sold, had a free hand when the 
“Collection of Books of Nineteenth Century 
American Writers’ formed by the late 
Stephen L. Wakeman was sold at the Ameri- 
can Art Galleries, toward the end of last 
season. This group was the same as that 
represented in the Chamberlain collection, 
Irving being omitted. It was especially rich 
in association material and the cataloging 
was done remarkably well. 

The prices realized were highly signifi- 
cant:

The first editions and association material 
in this remarkable collection realized $67,- 
586, more than the first editions of Foote, 
Maier, Arnold, Pyser, Chamberlain and 
Wallace collections combined. It demon- 
strated conclusively that there was no lack 
of interest in these early American authors. 

The last forty years has shown a wonder- 
ful advance in value of their first editions, 
and especially of association material. Just 
as the writer is finishing this article a letter 
carrier has brought the current catalog of 
James F. Drake of this city which is de- 
voted to the first editions of the authors 
included in Mr. Wakeman’s collection. Mr. 
W. N. C. Carleton has written a “Fore- 
word” in which he says: 

“American literature is a late comer in 
the collecting world; it does not as yet 
dominate the market or a host of collectors. 
But history is sure to repeat itself with 
respect to American first editions. Time 
is on their side. Interest in them is certain 
to increase with the passage of the years; 
the number of choice copies of outstanding 
items will inevitably decrease and their cost- 
liness increase. And, in the not distant 
future, literary historians will be studying 
them as the ‘incunabula’ of American litera- 
ture, the first fruits of the creative spirit in 
the great western Republic. Already dur- 
ing the past twenty-five or thirty years, some 
notable collections of American first editions 
have been formed. The catalogs of the Mc- 
Kee, Arnold, Wallace, Chamberlain and 
Wakeman collections are evidence of what 
magnificent results are possible of attain- 


ment in this fascinating field, and they may 
well be viewed as encouraging and enviable 
models for present-day collectors to follow. 
Bryant’s poetry still holds its charm thru 
dignity and simplicity that individualizes and 
gives it distinction. Emerson’s ‘ensphering 
universality’ is as strong today as ever; his 
note of intellectual rebellion is as modern 
as that of H. L. Mencken. ‘The art of 
Hawthorne,’ says a recent critic, ‘announces 
that civilization has dawned upon the Calvin- 
istic barbarism of our colonial ancestors.’ 
Holmes retains his unique, unchallenged 
position; his combination of logic and fan- 
tasy makes his work a perpetual delight. 
Longfellow continues to express and to 
solace thousands of hearts. Lowell’s ‘Big- 
low Papers,’ have no rivals. ‘As occasional 
poems,’ says John Macy, ‘they have wings 
that lift them above occasion to immortality.’ 
Poe, alone of American poets, has been 
unanimously accepted by all the poets of 
the world. Thoreau heralds the modern 
cult of the open air. Whittier remains one 
of the world’s most authentic voices of free- 
dom and the perfect portrayer of the New 
England landscape. These points indicate 
the literary immortality of the authors, the 
justification of the high regard in which 
they are held by all who possess broad cul- 
ture. But, in addition, the collector of their 
first editions finds also the enduring fascina- 
tion of bibliographical differences, of vari- 
ant texts and issues, of physical divergences, 
and the thrill of some precious association 
feature. To him falls the fullest knowledge 
and ‘experience of the men who created 
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American literature. Assuredly, whoever 
has not yet explored the region of Ameri- 
can “firsts” has still ahead of him rich sport 
in a charming bibliographical field and the 
inspiration of direct contact with a high 
order of literature.” 

James F. Drake was the first among 
American dealers to foresee the present 
great interest in modern_editions and to take 
advantage of it. If I had any doubt of the 
revival and growth of interest in these 
early authors this catalog would overcome 
it. But the record as it stands should make 
the collector pause and think. In February, 
1919, in the Halsey sale, a first edition of 
Poe’s “Tamerlane,” brought $11,600 and 
was bought by a dealer for stock. In the 
Hoe sale, in 1911-12, there were only six 
printed books among rarities of all periods 
since the dawn of printing, representing 
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nearly $2,000,000 in value, that brought 
more than “Tamerlane.” These were: the 
Gutenberg Bible, vellum copy, $50,000; the 
same, on paper, $27,500; “The Knight of 
the Swanne,” $21,000; Malory’s “Morte 
d’Arthur,” $42,800; the book of “St. Al- 
bans,” $27,500; and the First Folio of 
Shakespeare, $13,000. Among all modern 
authors, of all lands, in a catalog of 14,588 
items, in this most valuable of private libra- 
ries, there was not a single item that 
brought as much in 1911-12 as “Tamerlane” 
brought in I9gI9. 

This comparison is only that of a single 
item, but it is a severe one and its meaning 
is unmistakable. This is the best time col- 
lectors will ever have to secure the rarities 
of these authors. When it becomes the 
fashion to collect them, as it soon will, the 
ordinary book lover will have slim chances. 


The Mosher Books 


HE catalog of “The Mosher Books” 

for 1924 has again made its appearance 

bearing the assurance that the Mosher 
books will be continued with the addition of 
no new titles, but reprinted as called for 
exactly in the format originated by Thomas 
Bird Mosher. Certain titles which have 
been dropped from the list, it is promised, 
will be issued from time to time. This will 
be welcome information for many book 
lovers. 

The perpetuation of “The Mosher Books” 
will be in the hands of Flora M. Lamb, who 
was first associated with Mr. Mosher in 
1897 as bookkeeper and stenographer. In 
1901, when Mr. Mosher went abroad, she 
became manager of the publishing business. 
From that time on, more than twenty-three 
years, she had charge of the printing, bind- 
ing, and placing of orders for stock, keep- 
ing the editions in print and attending to 
general details while Mr. Mosher confined 
himself almost wholly to the literary end 
and the correspondence. After his break- 
down in 1909, he depended more and more 
upon her to carry out his ideas and placed 
great value upon her criticism and assistance 
in his editorial writings. 

Among the reissues this season are the 
“Poems of Francis Thompson,” “The Rose 
Jar” and “The Verse of Silence” by Thomas 
F. Jones, Jr., “A Quiet Road” by Lizette 
Woodworth Reese and “The Renaissance” 
by Walter Pater. Dowson’s “Poems” and 


Wilde’s ‘‘Poems” are promised for another 
year. 

The announcement is made that lovers of 
the work of Thomas Bird Mosher have 
asked for a “Bibliography of The Mosher 
Books.” This was something that Mr. 
Mosher had in mind and all of the material 
necessary for its preparation is in existence. 
If sufficient interest develops, a bibliography 
in a limited edition, with a portrait and 
memorial sketch will be prepared and 
printed next season. 

It is interesting to know that, if the list 
of “The Mosher Books” is to remain re- 
stricted to the titles as Mr. Mosher left it, 
the spirit which inspired his work will 
be continued under the imprint of “The 
Mosher Press.” Miss Lamb has published 
two volumes this season which have the 
same beauty of format and typography dis- 
tinctive of Mr. Mosher’s books. They are 
small quartos, printed on Van Gelder paper, 
bound in blue boards and enclosed in slide 
cases. 

The first is a volume of poems entitled 
“Susquehanna” by Frederick Brush, essen- 
tially a new book of poems including the 
best from his earlier successful “Songs of 
the Susquehanna.” The other volume of 
poetry, “Frontier,” with a “Foreword” by 
Corinne Roosevelt Robinson, is by Isabelle 
Fiske Conant.. Mrs. Robinson says, “The 
author of the poems in this book can sing, 
and sing in a haunting way.... The 
strength of the hills is in her verse.”

Rare Book Dealer and Publisher 


ABRIEL WELLS, rare book dealer 
and publisher of New York, has won 
a success in a comparatively short 
period, under great disadvantages. It is 
less than thirty years since he came to 
America, without capital and with little or 
no knowledge of the 
English language. 
Today, in his chosen 
field, he is known 
everywhere in this 
country, in England 
and on the Con- 
tinent. 

Mr. Wells lost no 
time in learning to 
read and write the 
English language, 
and he soon became 
an earnest student 
of its literature. 
Literary tastes led 
into bookselling. His 
first fourteen years 
were a period of un- 
conscious | prepara- 
tion, during the lat- 
ter portion of which 
he lived in a garret 
bedroom at 73 Lex- 
ington Avenue with 
all available space 
used for the storage 
of books. From this 
base he bought and 
sold in a_ small 
way—his entire ex- 
penses, personal and 
otherwise, well with- 
in $12 a week—al- 
ways saving a little weekly and using every 
available minute for study. 

In 1908 he lad brought together a 
respectable stock of books, had a good bank 
account, and open a bookshop at 112 East 
Twenty-third Street, and two years later 
moved to larger quarters at No. 128. At 
this time he specialized in choice editions of 
American, English and French authors. The 
dealers about town soon learned that he was 
willing to pay a good price for anything 
that pleased his fancy and that they always 
received a check on delivery, for he kept no 
books—buying and selling for cash. He 
had been in business but a short time when 
he became a heavy importer of fine English 
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editions in the finest Riviére and Zaehns- 
dorf bindings. 

He then decided to become a Fifth Ave- 
nue bookseller. In 1915 he removed to 
commodious quarters directly opposite the 
New York Public Library. This was a capi- 
tal location and he 
at once plunged into 
the rare book busi- 
ness—really becom- 
ing a dealer in nug- 
gets—specializing in 
rare first editions, 
association books, 
choice autograph 
letters and authors’ 
manuscripts, incu- 
nabula, rare Ameri- 
cana, illuminated 
manuscripts, and the 
finest bindings of 
master craftsmen. 
He soon had a stock 
of Elizabethan rari- 
ties, masterpieces of 
the seventeenth and 
eighteenth centuries, 
and of the Victorian 
period that was the 
talk of the street. 
He advertised little, 
issued no catalogs, 
but collectors visit- 
ing his bookshop 
never ceased talking 
about it, and carried 
its fame from coast 
to coast. 

Shakespeare, 
Burns, Blake, Keats, 
Shelley, Lamb, these are among his favorite 
authors, and he has been indefatigable in 
his search for choice material the world 
over. There has been no time in the last 
seven or eight years that one could not 
buy a First, Second, Third and Fourth 
Folio from his stock. Now, it is safe to 
say, there are twenty copies of these four 
folios in his shop. During these years, he 
has handled more copies of these precious 
volumes than any other dealer in the world. 
And he, too, has bought and sold more 
copies of the Kilmarnock Burns than any 
bookseller that ever lived. The finest Blake 
material seems to gravitate to him. His col- 
lection of Keats and Shelley material—first 
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editions, association books and items, letters 
and manuscripts—has been remarkable. Only 
a few weeks ago, while on his vacation in 
England he discovered a unique Lamb item 
that has been the sensation of two conti- 
nents. 

Mr. Wells has always been doing the 
unusual. In the summer of 1920, while 
visiting in England, a defective copy of the 
Gutenberg Bible was offered him by a Lon- 
don dealer. Other American booksellers 
had considered its purchase and rejecied it. 
He brought it to America, and created a 
sensation when he announced that he would 
break it up and sell it in fragments to col- 
lectors and institutions, who might care to 
own a portion of the first book printed from 
movable type. After the first shock was 
over, there was a general endorsement of 
his action, a rush of orders, and the precious 
volume was scattered in a score of states. 

Another illustration shows Mr. Wells as 
a pioneer. London has been the center of 
the rare book trade of the world for a 
century. The flow of bibliographical rari- 
ties has been continually westward. Mr. 
Wells is entitled to the distinction of start- 
ing a movement in the opposite direction. 
His first important London sale included a 
First Folio of Shakespeare, and this trans- 
action will undoubtedly be followed by many 
others from his bookshop. It is inevitable 
that New York take a more and more 
preponderant place in the world’s rare book 
market, and Europe will come to New York 
for many rarities. In such a turn of the 
tide eastward Mr. Wells is sure to have 
an important part. 

It is only a few years since Mr. Wells 
came into the publishing field, and yet there 
stands to his credit some of the finest 
limited editions, including sets of O. Henry, 
Joseph Conrad, George Borrow, Herman 
Melville, Mark Twain, Anatole France and 
of Boswell’s Johnson. One _ publication 
after another has followed rapidly—all quick 
successes. Mr. Wells’ independence of 
action and courage as a publisher is shown 
in his publication of the definitive edition 
of Mark Twain’s writings. Early in 1905, 
almost twenty years ago, Harper’s planned 
a memorial edition of the works of Mark 
Twain. The autograph inserts for it were 
written in 1906. All of the details of this 
edition were worked out in advance. The 
property passed to Collier’s who passed it 
on to Mr. Wells. He was ablaze with en- 
thusiasm for the undertaking. It should 
be all and more than Harper’s ever planned. 
It should have special introductions, attrac- 
tive illustrations, include Paine’s “Life,” 
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the author’s speeches, letters and autobiog- 
raphy, all in thirty-five beautiful volumes— 
the most lasting of monuments to the great 
author and humanitarian. Before the edi- 
tion was finished, its sale had been nearly 
completed. Today it is out of stock and 
will soon be at a premium. Gabriel Wells 
is entitled to the everlasting credit of hav- 
ing published the definitive memorial edition 
of Mark Twain. He made a handsome 
fortune out of this one enterprise, but in 
doing it he rendered a service to Mark 
Twain’s memory and to American letters 
that will never be forgotten. 


It is an old and trite saying that “The 
Lord helps those who help themselves.” It 
is the bookish enthusiasm that Mr. Wells 
has thrown into his business that has ac- 
complished so much for him in such a short 
time. He enjoyed the service he had ren- 
dered to the memory of Mark Twain. He 
conceived a similar idea of an autograph 
edition of Anatole France, the greatest 
French author of his time, and arrange- 
ments were made with John Lane of London 
and Dodd, Mead & Co. of this city, who 
controlled the copyrights, for its publication. 
The first volume of each set was auto- 
graphed by the distinguished author. The 
set had just been completed when France 
died, and the rush of orders which followed 
will soon exhaust the edition. 


What is the secret of the success of 
Gabriel Wells? It is worth while for book- 
sellers and publishers to stop and ponder 
this question. There is ore brief answer: 
sound business principles, sound literary 
judgment, and great courage and enthusiasm. 
He did not go into business until he had 
money enough to meet every obligation 
promptly. Rare book stock, the world over, 
gravitates toward ready cash. His literary 
tastes led him to the great masterpieces of 
typography and literature. He had unlimited 
faith in the best. Experience, his own and 
others, showed him that the best never de- 
preciated in value or became dead stock. 
Again, his work has been his recreation. 
Book lovers instinctively. respond to this 
spirit. 

And great as has been Mr. Wells’s suc- 
cess, it is only a beginning. He has estab- 
lished great confidence in dealers and book 
buyers. A few weeks ago he removed from 
489 Fifth Avenue to 145 East 57th Street, 
where he has quarters that admit of another 
period of expansion. And what is most 
delightful of all is that dealers and collectors 
who know him take as much interest in his 
growth and his success as he does himself. 
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Prospects for the Present Auction Season 
By Frederick M. Hopkins 


OUR or five years ago, at the beginning 

of an auction season, Dr. Rosenbach 

called attention to the fact that we 
were then entering upon a golden age of 
book collecting, sure to be of short dura- 
tion, and the like of which we would never 
see again. The flood of rarities, here and 
abroad, that immediately followed the war 
has ended, the “golden age of book collect- 
ing” has passed. It is certain that there will 
be no rush of similar material this season. 

There are not enough important consign- 
ments in sight to make it neccessary for the 
auction houses to be in a hurry about fix- 
ing dates. And it is quite probable that 
consigners have been holding off until after 
election to be a little surer about trade 
conditions. If this is the case, we shall soon 
hear about important sales to be held after 
the holidays, for little more will be done 
before Christmas than to feel out market 
conditions carefully. 

The first real important sale of the season 
has been that of the late William Harris 
Arnold at the Anderson Galleries this week. 
It has generally been expected that some 
very good prices would be realized when 
these books and manuscripts were sold. 
Collectors generally seem to be in good 
humor, and dealers are of the opinion that 
when the right material is offered they will 
be ready to pay good prices for it. 

The next really important sale at the 
Anderson Galleries will be Part I of the 
library of the late Beverly Chew. This col- 
lection is described elsewhere. The general 
opinion seems to be quite unanimous that 
when these books are sold some very high 
prices will be realized. Many collectors are 
already interested in them, and dealers will 
be quite willing to pay good prices for stock. 
The probabilities are that the Arnold and 
Chew sales will encourage consignors to 
sell this season. Mr. Kennerley is of the 


opinion that this will be a very good season | 


before it ends but it will only just get 
started before the holidays. 

_ Mr. Swann of the American Art Associa- 
tion decided to hold no book sales before 
Election. The first sale was on Monday 
of this week when sporting books and prints 
from the library of the late Oliver H. P. 
Belmont were sold. This will be followed 
this month by the library of Mrs. Hayden 
consisting of an extensive collection of 


books designed by Bruce Rogers, and many 
choice sets of standard authors, mainly in 
handsome morocco bindings; and Part V of 
the collection of the late William F. Gable, 
comprising 1,000 items of inscribed first 
editions, historical and literary autographs 
and rare Americana, including an extensive 
collection of the Signers of the Declaration 
of Independence and of the presidents. An 
announcement in regard to December sales 
will be ready shortly. 

Mr. Swann takes the same point of view 
as Mr. Kennerley, that the demand for rar- 
ities of all kinds was never better and that 
we are to see good prices for genuinely 
rare and desirable material. 

The Walpole Galleries has consignments 
enough in sight to make a busy season. 
They include a fine library of handsomely 
bound books to close an estate; a collection 
relating to Texas history formed by the 
late J. Boynton; Part V of the dramatic 
collection of the late William Winter; first 
editions of American authors collected by 
William Bunker; a collection of modern 
first editions, New York items, Rowlandson 
and Cruikshank colored plate and sporting 
books; and other consigments of interest. 

Stan. V. Henkels of Philadelphia never 
fails to find consigments enough to keep 
him busy, and does not expect that this 
season will be an exception. He has some 
very important sales in sight and we shall 
hear more about them in a few weeks. He 
has already held several sales with en- 
couraging results. 

Charles F. Heartman of Metuchen, N. J. 
had the first sale of the season, and has 
already sold some very rare Americana at 
good prices. He does not expect much will 
be done before the New Year. The auction 
houses are playing a very conservative hand 
and will do little more than find out whether 
collectors are in a buying mood. He feels 
sure that from January to the end of the 
season prices will be high for all good 
material. Never since the death of George 
D. Smith has the outlook been as bright 
as it is now. Mr. Heartman’s sales are 
limited almost entirely to rare Americana 
and he has more material in hand and in 
sight than at any time since he began selling 
at auction. He may have fewer sales but 
they are sure to be better and more impor- 
tant.

Selling?Standard Authors 


OT all book collectors, by any means, 

who contribute to the activities of a 

rare bookshop buy purely for the 
pleasure of ownership, but buy fully as 
much for the pleasure of reading. The 
general bookstore would do well to take a 
leaf from the experience of such stores and 
realize how continuous from generation to 
generation is the public’s reading interest 
in the great novels, poetry, biography, etc., 
of the past. 


Booksellers often get so busy in receiving 
and displaying the new books that it is only 
when a standard book is given a new dress 
that any interest is taken in it at all. It 
would be good practical merchandising and 
stimulating to the bookseller’s business acu- 
men if, on every counter in the store, there 
should be displayed a pile of some sound and 
acceptable edition of an established and im- 
portant book of the past. Let us suppose 
that the counter of best fiction carries: “The 
Old Wives’ Tale” to interest those who have 
overlooked that great modern novel; or the 
counter for mystery stories displays “The 
Moonstone” by Wilkie Collins; or the 
poetry counter contains a collected edition 
of William Blake; the biographical collec- 
tion, “The Life of Cellini.” And so with 
the counter for sets, for religious books, 
for histories, books for children, tho it is 
on the latter counter that this is already 
commonly done. No bookseller can assume 
that all his customers are familiar with these 
books, and many will thank him for calling 
their attention to them to fill in their own 
reading gaps and as gifts. 





The Publishers’ Weekly 


The Planning of Printing 


IKE his great work on “Printing 

Types,” Mr. Updike’s little book called 

“In a Day’s Work,” published by Har- 
vard University Press, has a very real inter- 
est and importance to the book-trade. There 
are chapters on “The Planning of Print- 
ing,” on “Style in the Use of Type” and on 
“The Seven Champions of Typography,” 
all of which deserve the attention of every 
seller of printing, every plariner of print- 
ing and every purchaser of printing. The 
book has a combination of good sense and 
thoro background that make anything that 
Mr. Updike writes of importance. A few 
quotations from the first article indicate 
its temper: 

“Altho rules for designing suitable print- 
ing may seem unsubstantial and difficult to 
convey in words they are seen and felt in 
the mind of the worker.” 

“In properly laying out printing, it is 
necessary to have a certain mental equip- 
ment, which is, to tell the truth, where most 
designers of printing fail.” 

“But why let a customer make a choice 
of type? As Fournier said, ‘Men who pride 
themselves most on knowing about books 
are often very much embarrassed when it 
comes to giving an exact idea of the kind 
of type in which these books are printed.’ 

“No one wishes to fool a customer, but 
it is equally unfair to permit him to fool 
himself. He should get what he is paying 
for, the best knowledge the printer pos- 
sesses.” 

“It is at times wise to give out only as 
much truth as the hearer is able to bear.” 


“Most people will use good types if they 
can only be made to see the reason for their 
goodness.” 


“Customers seldom see that the essential 
thing in all printing is that it be suitable 
for the purpose for which it is designed.” 


“The printer who sticks to a standard is 
usually supposed to be arbitrary 
There is, however, a standard that can be 
held to tho not without trouble. The lack 
of it has reduced much modern printing to 
what it is.” 


“Most people, if they stopped to analyze, 
would find that they really meant by artistic 
printing something queer, dear and not well 
adapted to daily use, delivered later than 
expected.” 


“An edition of Dante may be a great 
bore to execute, while one may be ex- 
ceedingly amused and interested by 42 
circular about tea.” 
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“Give thought not only to what the book 
is about and the author from whom the 
book emanates but to the public for whom 
it is intended and to its trade conditions.” 


“The limitations of a piece of work are 
often a help to him who plans it.” 


The Extended Market for 
Rare Books 


ART of the rapid growth of the rare 

book business in the United States 

has been due to the steady increase in 
the number of those who find enjoyment 
in book collecting and part has been due 
to the increase in the fields of collecting 
because of a diversity of taste and an in- 
creased confidence of the collectors in their 
taste. Ten years ago few would have fore- 
told the great wave of interest in first edi- 
tions of living authors or few would have 
seen ahead the tremendous revival of in- 
terest in the first editions of Elizabethans 
covering every scrap of fifteenth century 
literary material. 

Not many years ago the revival of in- 
terest in fine printing due to the efforts of 
Morris, Cobden-Sanderson and others had 
seemed to subside, and yet the attention to 
fine printing and appreciation of it as a 
fine art has never been so keen as it is to- 
day, and America is recognized as having 
produced great printers as well as a great 
market for fine printing. 

The field of rare books has now become 
so broad that even the larger shops must 
specialize carefully or else be lead into an 
unwieldy basis for activity, and the special- 
ties of each shop help to bring to it col- 
lectors along the specific lines carried. 

Still another factor in increasing the field 
of activity has been the increased merit 
of the catalogs published and the amount 
of exact printed data for collectors’ use. 
Bibliography after bibliography has been 
published, and important auction catalogs 
have been issued showing extraordinary re- 
search and diligence. The collector has all 
of this material now at his disposal, and, 
while on the one hand, it increases his 
confidence in the things he is collecting, on 
the other it stimulates the area of his in- 
terest.

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The Library of the Late Beverly Chew 


HE library of the late Beverly Chew 

will be sold in two parts at the Ander- 

son Galleries this season. Part I com- 
prises books printed before 1800, largely 
collected since the disposal of his early 
English literature to Mr. Huntington in 
1912, and Part II, books printed since 1800, 
the gathering of which goes back many 
years. The first part will be sold on De- 
cember 8 and g; and the second, in January. 

Henrietta C. Barlett has written a capital 
“Introduction.” “It has often been said 
that book collecting goes in waves and that 
the dispersal of every celebrated library 
means the beginning of several new ones,” 
says Miss Bartlett. ‘The death of Beverly 
Chew marks the end of a group of Amer- 
ican collectors who can never be replaced. 
The influence of such men as Robert Hoe, 
William L. Andrews, Theodore De Vinne, 
S. P. Avery, Charles B. Foote, E. H. 
Holden and Beverly Chew on the collecting 
world has been very great, and their con- 
sistent stand for all that is best in book- 
building has helped to mould American 
standards in such matters. 

“Now the last of that group has left us 
and with him has gone a wealth of literary 
and bibliographical knowledge, an_ en- 
thusiastic and never failing interest in all 
that pertains to books, a kindly and courte- 
ous willingness to help younger seekers 
after truth and to share his unequalled 
knowledge of both the insides and outsides 
of books. All of this we shall sadly miss, 
and truthfully say: 


“He was a man, take him for all in all, 
We shall not look upon his like again.” 


“The loss is ours; the library is to be 
dispersed and it is for those who are left 
to carry on his work of studying and pre- 
serving the original editions of works in 
English literature and, as far as they may, 
to devote themselves to the accumulation of 
that wisdom, without which book-collecting 
becomes a mechanical pursuit. 

“The collection here presented to the 
public does not consist of Mr. Chew’s 
earliest purchases, but is along the line of 
his first and earliest love. As a boy at 
Hobart College in the late sixties, he studied 
the English poets under the late Bishop 
Arthur Cleveland Coxe, himself a scholar 
of no mean repute, and began acquiring 
copies of the Pickering editions of his 
favorites. 


“Later, when he established himself in 
business in New York, he continued to 
gather English authors in earlier editions, 
but at the same time brought together a fine 
collection of American first editions which 
he sold privately to J. C. Chamberlain. 
From that time he devoted all his energies 
to English literature, dividing his collection 
into two sections, books before and after 
1800. The English books before 1800, 
about 2,200 titles in all, were sold to Henry 
E. Huntington in October, 1912, and many 
of them form part of that famous library. 
The remainder were resold in the Hunting- 
ton duplicate sales, and a number have 
found their way back into their old home, 
to reappear here, in this his latest library. 

“Mr. Chew’s books were his dearest pos- 
sessions, the chief joy and interest of his 
later years, and he knew each book per- 
sonally, as a father knows his child. With- 
in two weeks of the day when his earlier 
collection passed from his library to that 
of Mr. Huntington, he brought home the 
Hoe copy of Lovelace’s “Lucasta,” 1649, as 
a beginning for his new library. This had 
been separated from its companion, “Lu- 
casta,” 1659, during the Hoe sale, and after- 
wards Mr. Chew acquired the latter volume 
in its little blue morocco case and the two 
appear in this sale. 

“In acquiring his new library Mr. Chew 
worked towards a slightly different goal 
from his former one. He still sought the 
important works, particularly the practical 
ones, of the Jacobean and Caroline authors; 
he also tried to buy back as many of his 
favorite copies as appeared in the market, 
with the result that over fifteen per cent. 
of the present collection are the same copies 
which he sold to Mr. Huntington in 1912. 
On the other hand, he devoted himself espe- 
cially to condition and provenance. e 
also excluded all single plays, but bought 
the four Shakespeare folios and a wonder ful 
collection of all the Jonson folios, on large 
and small paper, as well as many other 
collected plays.” 

The care which Mr. Chew exercised in 
buying large and fine copies is seen in the 
remarkable examples of such work as Mil- 
ton’s “Paradise Lost,” first title-page, in 
original calf; Defoe’s “Robinson Crusoe,” 
1719, earliest state, in original calf; Swift's 
“Gulliver’s Travels,” 1725, earliest state, in 
original binding; Gray’s “Odes,” 1757, Wal- 
pole’s copy, in original paper covers, and 
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many others. Other extreme rarities in- 
clude Blake’s “Songs of Innocence and of 
Experience,” etc., 1784-94, first edition of 
both parts; Burns’ “Poems,” 1786, the 
famous Kilmarnock edition; Gray’s 
“Elegy,” 1751, first issue of the first edition ; 
Herbert’s “The Temple,” 1633, first issue 
of the first edition; and Spencer’s “The 
Faerie Queene,” 1590, first edition and only 
known copy on thick paper. 

Mr. Chew was a learned and devout 
Churchman and his interest in all early 
books of devotion was keen. In this sale 
is included a small but fine collection of 
Books of Hours, manuscript and printed, 
which includes well-known examples from 
the Hoe and other libraries, and especially 
interesting copies of the wonderful “Hours” 
issued from the early French presses. 


The Anderson Galleries is entitled to 
great credit for this catalog. The descrip- 
tions of the 474 items fill 200 pages. Titles 
in most cases are given in full, and the 
notes are packed with exhaustive bibli- 
ographical information. There is a frontis- 
piece portrait of Mr. Chew, and rare title- 
pages and facsimiles are scattered thru- 
out the catalog. It is such bibliographical 
information found here, freely scattered 
everywhere among collectors and in hun- 
dreds of cases preserved with great care, 
that is giving this country the lead in its 
large number of intelligent and discriminat- 
ing collectors, 


A Magazine for Book Collectors 


ITH the rapid increase of rare book 

collecting as a diversion and as a fine 

art, it has been long recognized that 
there was need of a magazine to cover the 
interests of this special field, and, as col- 
lecting is a hobby of international aspects 
and relations, especially between England 
and America, it has seemed necessary and 
logical that such a magazine should be inter- 
national in character. 


When the publishers of The Bookman’s 
Journal and Print Collector changed its 
method and make-up to a handsome month- 
ly two years ago, the Publishers’ Weekly 
made arrangements for joint publication in 
this country and has ever since acted as 
the American publisher of this increasingly 
interesting periodical. With the October 
number of 1924 the magazine again im- 
proves its format and gives still further 
emphasis to book collecting, tho continuing 
Its interest in prints. 

The October number is a large quarto 
printed onthe finest plate paper and con- 
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taining 44 pages of text and about 20 more 
of miscellaneous book news and advertis- 
ing. The editor, Wilfred Partington, who 
has proved his ability to gather the right 
material for collectors, has used as his lead- 
ing article this month “Joseph Conrad: 
Some Scattered Memories” by Sir Hugh 
Clifford,” also an article on “More About 
‘The Nigger of the Narcissus’” by G. Jean- 
Aubry, an intimate friend of Mr. Conrad 
to whom “The Rover” was dedicated. 
There is an article on the Huntington Li- 
brary and its Californiana, a review of new 
limited editions, a review of the recently 
published bibliographies under the title of 
“The Bookman’s Reference Shelf,” “Ameri- 
can Notes” by G. H. Sargent, with a re- 
view of the Clawson catalog, a study of 
the art of the Marquis Franz Von Bayros 
by. Raymond Martin, smaller departments 
of “Library Musings,’ “Book Sales” and 
the always interesting monthly analysis of 
the current demands for first editions as 
indicated by the want lists of second-hand 
booksellers. In this month’s list it is inter- 
esting to note that the author whose books 
are most in demand by collectors is Michael 
Arlen, author of “The Green Hat” and that 
E. M. Forster, author of “A Passage to 
India” appeared in the first half dozen 
listed. 

The printing on fine plate paper gives 
opportunity for more and better illustra- 
tions, and the magazine can take its place 
among the finely made periodicals in the 
fine art field. The American edition is the 
same as the English, but is mailed promptly 
from the Publishers’ Weekly office each 
month, the subscription price being $6 per 
year. 


The English Market 


B ign, situation in England is quite like 
that here. The auction houses have not 
liked the political situation and were slow 
to fix early dates. Consignors were not 
quite sure that this season would be a good 
time to sell and have held off sending their 
books to the auction rooms. The English 
election was regarded as highly favorable 
to business, and conditions in this country 
have been encouraging. Important an- 
nouncements will soon be forthcoming. But 
the rush of 1918-1923 is over. Fewer 
rarities will be offered at auction and pri- 
vate sale. The London bookshops are by no 
means overstocked. Prices in London for 
rare books of all kinds will tend to advance. 
Dealers who maintain a fine book stock will 
need to take advantage of every opportunity. 
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The Auction Season of 1923-1924 
By Frederick M. Hopkins 


HE auction season of books, autographs, 

manuscripts and other literary property 

for last season began early in Septem- 
ber, 1923, and ended in early June, 1924. 
About 200 sales were held in these nine 
months, a few of commanding importance 
and several that will take high rank in 
bibliographical annals. Whenever a strong 
appeal was made to discriminating collectors, 
good prices prevailed; on several occasions 
very high prices were realized. The more 
ordinary sales were less successful, as is 
always the case. As during the preceding 
season, collectors generally were watchful, 
careful in their appraisals, conservative in 
their buying, willing to pay a fair price, 
but on several occasions they went after 
rarities with enthusiasm, breaking all re- 
straint and paying record prices. 

The first sale of the season at the Ander- 
son Galleries was held October 11th, when 
the library of the late Samuel H. Kauffman, 
former president of the Corcoran Art Gal- 
lery of Washington, together with the archi- 
tectural library of the late Ernest Woodyatt 
of Chicago was dispersed, 350 lots bring- 
ing $3,711. The highest price was paid for 
Piranesi’s “Opera” which brought $400. The 
first sale of the season at the American Art 
Galleries was held on November 5th and 6th 
when Part 1 of the library of the late 
William F. Gable of Altoona was sold, 1,000 
lots, consisting of first editions, autograph 
letters and manuscripts of American and 
English authors were sold, bringing $36,779. 
A famous Burns letter written to Charles 
Sharpe, signed “Johnie Fae,” brought 
$2,450. A copy of the Kelmscott Chaucer 
in a pigskin binding by the Doves Bindery 
sold for $1,300, and the original manuscript 
of “A Thought on Shakespeare,” six folio 
leaves by Walt. Whitman, realized $1,050, 
the highest price ever paid for a Whitman 
item. 

The first important sale of the season at 
the Anderson Galleries was held on October 
25th when first editions, autograph letters 
and drawings by Thackeray, with other 
valuable books from the library of R. K. 
Albright of Buffalo were sold, 219 lots 
bringing $15,073. The highest price, $1,000, 
was paid for an autograph letter written by 
Edwin Booth to General Grant asking that 
the body of his brother, the assassin of 


President Lincoln, be returned to his family 
to relieve his heartbroken mother. A copy 
of Audubon’s “Birds of America,” 7 vols., 
royal 8vo, New York, 1840-44, together 
with the “Quadrupeds of America,” 3 vols., 
New York, 1849-54, both in 131 original 
parts, sold for $875. 

On November 12th, 13th and 14th Part I 
of the library of John Quinn, consisting of 
modern first editions and manuscripts was 
sold at Anderson’s. The 2,272 lots brought 
$127,738 which was a surprise to everybody. 
The first editions and manuscripts of Joseph 
Conrad realized $110,998, breaking all rec- 
ords for the collection of a living author. 
The original manuscript of “Victory” writ- 
ten on 1,139 folio pages sold for $8,100, the 
highest price of the sale. These prices had 
great effect on the retnainder of the season, 
greatly helping the sale of modern first edi- 
tions in both England and America. The 
sale of Part II followed on December toth, 
11th and 12th; Part III, January 14th, 15th 
and 16th; Part IV on February 11th, 12th 
and 13th; and Part V, the final part, on 
March 18th, 19th and 2oth. The entire 
library brought $226,351. One-third, per- 
haps one-half, of this total was directly due 
to the skill with which this sale was handled. 
To begin with, the library was divided into 
five well-considered parts, the first meeting 
with wonderful success, insuring good prices 
for the four parts that followed. Again, a 
great deal was due to the admirable catalog- 
ing as the London Times was quick to rec- 
ognize. It required courage to catalog every 
individual lot, but this course together with 
the well-written biographical and_biblio- 
graphical notes, was a tremendous factor. 
This elaborate and fine piece of cataloging 
and printing splendidly served its purpose 
in the sale. But it should be remembered 
that Mr. Kennerley has done a great deal 
to stimulate collecting modern first editions, 
first by furnishing an invaluable biblio- 
graphical guide; and second, demonstrating 
over and over again the practical results of 
careful discrimination. — 

The library of the late Mrs. Phoebe A. 
D. Boyle of Brooklyn, comprising rare 
first editions, bindings by master craftsmen, 
modern illuminated manuscripts in jewelled 
bindings, and autograph letters and manus- 
cripts, was sold at the Anderson Galleries, 
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November 19 and 20, 386 lots bringing the 
handsome total of $101,548. The highest 
price, $5,000, was paid for Thackeray’s 
manuscript of his lectures on George I and 
George II, bound in two volumes by Ri- 
viere. A copy of Thackeray's “Vanity 
Fair,” in original parts, fetched $1,750. A 
copy of the Kilmarnock edition of Burn’s 
“Poems,” 1786, sold for $2,000. There were 
many high prices in both sessions of the 
sale, the illuminated manuscripts generally 
bringing good prices. 

The library of Dr. William M. Conant of 
Boston, comprising fine bound sets of stand- 
ard authors, first editions, art and illustrat- 
ed books was sold at the American Art Gal- 
leries, November 27, 577 lots realizing $10,- 
529. Interest centered in the fine limited 
editions which brought good prices. An 
extraordinary collection of Western Ameri- 
cana dealing with the local history and 
march of events in the regions lying with- 
in the Ohio and Mississippi Valley and 
westward to the Pacific Ocean, embracing 
pioneer narratives, frontier explorations, 
Indian wars, historical annals, memoirs of 
early settlements, early files of Western 
newspapers were sold at the Anderson Gal- 
leries, December 3, 4 and 5, 922 lots bring- 
ing $32,713. This sale indicated very keen 
interest in original source material of the 
Far West. The Cession Documents of 
Louisiana Territory, comprising the original 
contemporary broadside proclamation by 
which was effected, step by step, the trans- 
fer of the territory and political sov- reign- 
ty of Louisiana from Spain to France, in 
one volume, folio, levant, Washington and 
New Orleans, 1803-04, sold for $1,275, the 
highest price of the sale. Many other high 
prices were realized, especially for early 
newspaper files. 

On the same dates, December 3, 4 and 5, 
Part II of the library of the late William F. 
Gable of Altoona, Pa., was sold at the A- 
merican Art Galleries, 1,000 lots bringing 
$21,521. This part consisted mainly of au- 
tograph letters, comprising signers of the 
Declaration of Independence, presidents of 
the United States, eminent figures of the 
Colonial, Revolutionary, and Civil War per- 
iods. The printed material comprised an 
unusual collection of Lincolniana, and the 
writings and books printed by Benjamin 
Franklin. Many good prices were realized. 
An A. L. S. of Washington, 2pp., 4to, May 
6, 1892, written to Thomas Paine while pres- 
ident sold for $360; a letter by the same 
writer, 2pp., 4to, to Gen. Schuyler, relating 
to “our success in Virginia,” $3.50; an A. L. 
S. of Lincoln, 1 p. 8vo, to Justice Catron, 
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in regard to pardoning prisoners of war, 
$252.50. 

A collection of limited and de luxe edi- 
tions of standard authors, mainly in elabor- 
ate tooled levant bindings, the property of 
Mrs. Clara B. Fort of Chicago, was sold at 
the Anderson Galleries, December «7. 106 
lots fetching $17,863. This sale indicated 
a marked demand for books of this kind. 
Prices fluctuated somewhat, but on the whole 
the general result was very satisfactory. A 
set of the Edinburgh edition of Stevenson’s 
“Works,” 34 vols, 8vo, levant, 1894-1903. in- 
cluding the “Life” by Balfour, and “Bibliog- 
raphy” by Prideaux, sold for $650. Shake- 
speare’s Works,” edited by W. E. Henley, 
20 vols extra-illustrated, levant, London, 
1901-4, brought $750. Other sets brought 
similar prices. 

The first half of the season, that before 
the holidays, was busy and_ successful. 
Prices were quite as high as any one had 
a right to expect. This condition was sure 
to bring important sales as soon as the holi- 
days were passed. 

The season opened promptly after the 
holidays. Americana comprising rare items 
relating to the Colonies, the Revolutionary 
War, pioneer days in California, Oregon 
and other Western States, the property of 
H. C. Holmes of San Francisco, was sold 
at the American Art Galleries January 7, 
8 and 9. This sale contained much original 
‘source material which generally brought 
good prices. The highest price, $2,050, was 
paid for the original manuscript “Journal’’ 
kept day by day by Silas Newcomb on an 
overland route across the plains to Califor- 
nia from Wisconsin, giving in detail his ad- 
ventures, daily life and observations along 
the way; his experience at the mines; his 
trips to the Oregon Territory, and his 
travels, experiences and hardships while 
there, filling 229 folio pages, written in 1850 
and 1851. 

Americana from the collections of George 
R. Barrett of Boston, the late William E. 
Spalding of Nashua, N. H., and of a well- 
known historical society, with additions. was 
sold by the Anderson Galleries January 21 
and 22, 693 lots realizing $15,173. These 
consignments comprised rare broadsides of 
historical importance, Indian captivities, 
books relating to the French and Indian 
War, the American Revolution, War of 
1812, and the early West. A broadside re- 
port of a meeting at Faneuil Hall, Decem- 
ber 1, 1773, “for the purpose of consulting, 
advising and determining upon the most 
proper way and effectual method to prevent 
the unloading or vending of detestable Tea 
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sent out by the East India Company,” 1773, 
sold for $625. The published portion of 
Curtis’s “North American Indian,” 12 vols, 
4to, of text and 12 atlas folio portfolios of 
prints, half morocco, New York, 1907-16, 
sold for $975. ; 

Selections of first editions and manus- 
cripts from the collection of Herman L. R. 
Edgar, Charles B. Eddy and others, to- 
gether with superb sporting prints in color, 
were sold at the American Art Galleries 
January 30, 31 and February 1, 539 lots 
bringing $59,334. The star lot proved to be 
Robert Louis Stevenson’s manuscript of 
“Weir of Hermiston,” the last pages of 
which were dictated on the day of his death. 
This manuscript of 5714 4to pages brought 
$3,500. Thackeray’s “The Exquisites,” is- 
sued for private circulation and of which 
only three or four copies are known, was 
a close second, selling for $3,450. Wil- 
liam Blake’s original gauche drawing, 
“Newton,” signed, 175 by 23 inches, matted, 
glazed and framed, brought $2,850. 

Rare books and manuscripts, many of 
superlative importance, the property of a 
Pennsylvania collector, were sold at the 
American Art Galleries April 22, 23 and 
24, 870 lots bringing $87,602. This was an 
extraordinary aggregation of rarities, and 
prices thruout the three sessions were firm 
and sometimes high. The highest price, $9,- 
500, was paid for a unique collection of 


three holograph manuscripts of Napoleon, : 


nine letters signed by Napoleon, and about 
130 letters and documents signed by Na- 
poleon and persons closely associated with 
him, together with 385 of the finest and 
rarest contemporary portraits of Napoleon, 
Josephine, Marie Louise, and others of the 
period, views, battle scenes and caricatures, 
about 125 of which were in color. This was 
a magnificent collection of contemporary 
material, now excessively rare, and attract- 
ed a great deal of attention while on exhibi- 
tion. A collection of Walton’s “Complete 
Angler,” comprising the first five editions, 
from 1653 to 1676, each volume in a solan- 
der case, from the Herschel V. Jones col- 
lection realized $4,300. There were many 
other very high prices. 

The sale of the collection of the late 
Stephen H. Wakeman of this city, consist- 
ing of first editions, autograph letters and 
manuscripts of Bryant, Emerson, Haw- 
thorne, Longfellow, Lowell, Poe, Thoreau 
and Whittier, containing an extraordinary 
number of presentation and association 
copies, was sold at the American Art Gal- 
leries in four sessions on April 28 and 20, 
1280 lots bringing $67,586, more than the 
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collections of American first editions of 
Foote, Maier, Arnold, Pyser, Chamberlain 
and Wallace combined. For, six or eight 
years there had been little demand for the 
first editions of these authors. When the 
announcement of this sale was made there 
were doubts as to whether it would be suc- 
cessful. The result was a most extraor- 
dinary success. The highest price, $4,200 
was paid for Edgar Allan Poe’s “The Raven 
and Other Poems,” 12mo cloth uncut, with 
the autograph inscription of the author, “To 
Miss Elizabeth Barrett Barrett, with the 
Respects of Edgar A. Poe.” This volume 
was dedicated to Miss Barrett and had the 
distinction of being the dedication copy. 
Thruout the items of the nine authors there 
were many extraordinarily high prices. 
There was widespread interest in the re- 
sults of this sale and much discussion of the 
prices realized. It was generally agreed 
that there were three outstandin~ reasons 
for its great success: (1) It included the 
largest and finest collection of the nine auth- 
ors represented, especially from an associa- 
tion point of view, that was ever offered at 
public sale. (2) This historic group of A- 
merican authors will never go out of fash- 
ion with American collectors. Superlatively 
fine material will always bring good prices. 
(3) The American Art Association made 
the right kind of catalog. The biblio- 
graphical information was exhaustive and it 
was impossible for a collector in this field 
to read it thru without wanting to compete 
in the sale. 

Standard sets in fine bindings, French il- 
lustrated books, historical autographs and 
manuscripts of great musicians, the proper- 
ty of the late George B. Woodward, stand- 
ard literature from the collection of the 
late Stephen H. Wakeman, both of this 
city, together with rare Washingtonia from 
the estate of the late James A. Garland of 
Boston, were sold at the American Art Gal- 
leries, May 8 and 9, 987 lots bringing $56,- 
503. Thruout the sale the range of prices 
was high. The outstanding feature was the 
rare Washingtonia, which attracted wide at- 
tention. Washington’s original plan of at- 
tack on New York, written about July 1, 
1781, three and one-half pages, folio, when 
he was planning to attack on the northern 
outposts. with the assistance of the French 
troops and the French fleet at the South- 
ern end of the island, a manuscript of the 
greatest historical interest brought $1,650, 
the highest price of the collection. Next 
came his survey book containing about 
7.000 words entirely in the handwriting of 
Washington, with his signature and the sig- 
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nature of Martha Washington, at $1,550. 
A personal account book of Washington 
comprising sixteen pages, I2mo, recording 
his expenditures for travel, clothing, tips, 
charity, together with various items of Mrs. 
Washington’s account and his nephews and 
other members of his family, from May 17 
to December 24, 1785, sold for $1,200. All 
Washington material brought good prices. 

The story of this important season can- 
not be told in brief space. These sales 
mentioned are only a few of the most signi- 
ficant. There were many others that con- 
tained much rare material. 

Many interesting collections were sold by 
Charles F. Heartman of Metuchen, N. J., 
Stan. V. Henkels of Philadelphia, and the 
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Walpole Galleries of this city. Good prices 
generally were realized but there were no 
sales that reached the large figures of most 
of those mentioned here. 

The season of 1923-24 will be regarded 
in bibliographical annals as a successful one. 
Modern first editions brought excellent 
prices. Much Americana changed hands 
and frequently new high records were made. 
The auction houses were busy thruout the 
season and are reported to have made good 
profits. Consignors seemed generally to be 
well satisfied with the results of the sales. 
Collectors too seem to be well satisfied, for 
their numbers are constantly multiplying 
and these conditions are highly encouraging 
for book collecting and the rare book trade. 


Sale of the William Harris Arnold Collection 


HE collection of the late William 

Harris Arnold of this city, comprising 

first editions, association books, auto- 
graph letters and authors’ manuscripts, was 
sold at the Anderson Galleries November 10 
and II, at afternoon and evening sessions 
of both days. The 1,130 lots realized $148,- 
723, about twice as much as was generally 
expected. Several important factors en- 
tered into this extraordinarily successful 
sale: (1) It was most effectively adver- 
tised. Mr. Arnold had made his collection 
well known by his articles in the Century 
Magazine, later reprinted in his “Ventures 
in Book Collecting.” (2) The cataloging 
was exceptionally well done and had the 
desired effect on collectors. (3) Mr. Ken- 
nerley selected the psychological moment 
for the sale, for evidently the big book buy- 
ers were in just the right mood to spend 
money. 

Dealers and collectors attended in large 
numbers. The heaviest buyers in the rare 
book-trade were Dr. Rosenbach, James F. 
Drake, Gabriel Wells, Walter M. Hill, E. 
Byrne Hackett of the Brick Row Book 
Shop, Charles Sessler, E. D. North and 
Edgar H. Wells. Many collectors were 
among the bidders and added to the keen- 
ness of the competition. Bidding thruout 
was spirited, and at times sensationally 
high. 

If there were any consignments hanging 
fire depending upon the results of the 
Arnold sale, there can be only one result, a 
decision to sell. For the last six years col- 
lectors have been quick to respond when- 
ever really choice and rare material came 


into the auction market. They will do the 
same this season; there is no doubt about it. 

The biggest surprise was in the remark- 
able prices which the Tennyson rarities 
brought. It was generally expected that 
prices would be high, but some of the prices 
of the Tennyson first editions caused a real 
sensation.

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Obituary Note 
HENRY CABOT LODGE 


Henry Casor Lopez, essayist, historian, 
man of letters and the Senator from Mas- 
sachusetts since 1893, died November 9, at 
Cambridge, Mass. He was the traditional 
New England Brahman, a graduate of 
Harvard and the law school, and descended 
on both sides from the founders of New 
England. 

Following a brief career as a lecturer at 
Harvard, and an editor of the North Amer- 
1cam Review and the Jnternational Review, 
he entered political life as a member of the 
Massachusetts House of Representatives. 
Then followed a long and brilliant career 
as a member of House from 1887-1893, and 
the Senate from that time until his death. 

It is said that he preferred to be known 
as a man of letters rather than a politician 
and as such he was the author of; “Life 
and Letters of George Cabot”, 1877; ‘‘Short 
History of the British Colonies in Amer- 
ica”, 1881; “Life of Alexander Hamilton”, 
1882; “Life of Daniel Webster”, 1883; 
“Life of Washington”, 1889; “Historical 
and Political Essays”, 1892; “Hero Tales 
From American History” (with Theodore 
Roosevelt), 1895; “Certain Accepted 
Heroes and Other Essays in Literature 
and Politics”, 1897; “One Hundred Years 
of Peace”, 1913; “Early Memories”, 1913; 
“Democracy of the Constitution and Other 
Essays”, 1915; “Senate of the United 
States”, 1921.

T= American collector is becoming more 
particular every year in regard to the 
condition and “points” of the rare books he 
buys. The time has passed when a fine Ri- 
viére or Zaehnsdorf binding will carry a 
washed and made up copy of a rare first 
edition to a high price. And this exacting 
discrimination of the American buyer is re- 
flected in the English auction rooms as well 
as those of New York. There were two 
copies of the first edition of John Keats’ 
“Endymion.” 1818, recently sold on the same 
day at Sotheby’s in London. The prices 
which they brought are illuminating. The 
copy of the first issue, with one line erratum 
on page II (before the discovery of the 
other four misprints), without the adver- 
tisements or errata slips, and bound in calf, 
sold for £18. The second copy was in the 
original boards, uncut and unopened (ex- 
cept for one fold), but with the five lines of 
errata on page II, the five line errata slip, 
and four pages of advertisements dated 
May 1, 1818 — a copy with all of the 
“points” of the exacting collector — and it 
brought £68, just £50 more than the other 


copy. 


i the closing sales of last season at 
Hodgson’s in London, four Kipling 
items hitherto unknown to his bibliog- 
raphers came to light. Chief in interest 
was a copy of “The Light That Failed,” in 
a New York edition quite unknown, dated 
1890. It was published in the “Red Let- 
ter Series of Fiction,” issued by the 
National Publishing Company. Two of 
the three other items were single sheets, 
in each case one of a few copies struck off 
for copyright purposes, neither of these 
separate appearances having been recorded. 
“The Covenant,” 1914, is a single sheet, 
measuring I0 11-16 by 7 inches, with the 
poem of 14 lines headed “The Covenant,” 
by Rudyard Kipling.

The 
volume is a demy quarto, finely printed and 
bound and limited to 500 numbered copies. 
The work will be invaluable to the Cruik- 
shank collector. 


Te American collector is becoming more 
particular every year in regard to the 
condition and “points” of the rare books he 
buys. The time has passed when a fine Ri- 
viére or Zaehnsdorf binding will carry a 
washed and made up copy of a rare first 
edition to a high price. And this exacting 
discrimination of the American buyer is re- 
flected in the English auction rooms as well 
as those of New York. There were two 
copies of the first edition of John Keats’ 
“Endymion.” 1818, recently sold on the same 
day at Sotheby’s in London. The prices 
which they brought are illuminating. The 
copy of the first issue, with one line erratum 
on page II (before the discovery of the 
other four misprints), without the adver- 
tisements or errata slips, and bound in calf, 
sold for £18. The second copy was in the 
original boards, uncut and unopened (ex- 
cept for one fold), but with the five lines of 
errata on page II, the five line errata slip, 
and four pages of advertisements dated 
May 1, 1818 — a copy with all of the 
“points” of the exacting collector — and it 
brought £68, just £50 more than the other 


copy. 


i the closing sales of last season at 
Hodgson’s in London, four Kipling 
items hitherto unknown to his bibliog- 
raphers came to light. Chief in interest 
was a copy of “The Light That Failed,” in 
a New York edition quite unknown, dated 
1890. It was published in the “Red Let- 
ter Series of Fiction,” issued by the 
National Publishing Company. Two of 
the three other items were single sheets, 
in each case one of a few copies struck off 
for copyright purposes, neither of these 
separate appearances having been recorded.

7 a= Library contains a note that will 
be of interest to the increasing num- 
ber of collectors of Bruce Roger’s books. 
It appears that the first book decorated by 
Mr. Rogers was for the late Thomas B. 
Mosher, the Portland publisher. The 
bibliographical facts are as follows: After 
the two Dublin editions of “Homeward 
Songs by the Way,” by A. E., had appeared 
in June, 1894, and January, 1895, Mr. 
Mosher acquired the American copyright 
and produced a little volume, a square 12- 
mo, bound in vegetable parchment with 
turned-in edges. On the reverse of the 
title we read: “Copyright Thomas B. 
Mosher 1895. This edition is limited to 
925 copies.” A colophon on the reverse of 
the last leaf runs: “Here end these ‘Home- 
ward Songs by the Way’,” the designs and 
headbands by Bruce Rogers. Printed by 
Smith and Sale, Portland, Maine, this 
month of March, M.D.CCC.XC.V.” The 
designs and headbands are seven in num- 
ber. One on the front cover und a small 
one on the back cover. One headband on 
title and one on the preface. Both these 
are signed B. R. There are three des‘gns, 
two at the beginning and end of the con- 
tents, and one at the end of the text. Mr. 
Rogers has confirmed the statement that 
this volume contains his earliest work. 


MONG the Robert Louis Stevenson 

autograph letters recently sold at 
Anderson’s was one written to his favorite 
cousin, Mrs. de Mattos, which has never 
been published. Stevenson had been read- 
ing a manuscript by Mrs. de Mattos, which 
he criticizes, commends, and condemns in 
part. Among other things, he says: “Your 
village is really admirable in conception. . . 
I know the place; it is called the Village 
of Hope Deferred, and near it goes the 
river of the Shadow of Suicide. I have 
seen the white faces at the windows, and 
heard the singing, and walked with the 
wayfarers; and I pray God. . . that I may 
come no more into that countryside: it is 
not wholesome for my long sojourn: it is a 
place to go thru in a coach and four 
and never bait, or as much as draw bridle, 
till you are over the border again in better 
air and among cheerful people... You 
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must not despond. . . when I think of the 
time that I wished to kill myself for in- 
stance, and see the pleasure that I would 
have missed, I am humbled at my precipitate 
folly. I believe in God the Father All 
possible, in myself who am his eternal son, 
and in the Holy Hope the Comforter, which 
unless a man or a woman believe, they will 
lose heart and lie down by the wayside. 
Something is always just before; and when 
one thing goes, there comes another. Hope 
succeeds to hope, as“ horizon to horizon we 
travel,” etc. This characteristic eight page 
letter brought $175. 


EE response to an inquiry in reference to 
the first edition of Whitman’s “Leaves 
of Grass,” 1855, we print a portion of a 
letter written by Dr. Bucke to P. K. Foley 
of Boston and first printed in the “Intro- 
duction” to Thomas B. Mosher’s facsimile 
edition of “Leaves of Grass” published in 
1919: “As I understand the matter, and I 
am pretty sure that this is right, 1,000 copies 
of the book were printed from the type 
which was then distributed. Some copies 
(of which mine was one) were made up 
and covered at once. In others, later bound, 
were included press notices ‘to stimulate 
sale’ as you suggest—the covers were all 
made just the same—of some copies the 
edges were gilt—but there is only one 1855 
edition.” As to the first “Leaves” being 
issued in wrappers we know that George 
M. Williamson of this city owned such a 
copy, and sold it at Anderson’s in 1908 for 
$95, the wrapper being pink with “Leaves 
of Grass” in heavy black lettering across 
the front. Mr. Foley had a copy which he 
acquired sometime after, with the lettering 
on a blue paper wrapper; and his recollec- 
tion is that the portrait was on India paper, 
which led to Bucke’s pronouncing it a 
reissue, or rather a later binding, possibly 
by old W. W. A third copy, light green 
wrappers pasted on thin binder’s boards, 
the book trimmed flush (8 x 11%), is 
owned by J. E. Lodge, of the Museum of 
Fine Arts, Boston. Is it not likely that 
Whitman may have sent out some early 
review copies in this style? W. S. Ken- 
nedy, in his “Reminiscences,” 1896, in re- 
ferring to Whitman’s acquaintance with 
Emerson, says that, “In fact, he knew just 
enough about him to think it worth while 
to send him a cheap paper covered copy of 
his book.”

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teresting parallel in the celebration in 
Russia of the 125th anniversary of the birth 
of Alexander Sergeyevich Pushkin, the 
greatest Russian poet and the father of 
modern Russian literature. The parallel be- 
tween the two poets is more than the ac- 
cident of necrology. Both were lionized in 
their own time; both were expatriates for 
at least a time; both lived deeply, seeking to 
discover and enjoy the full flavor of life; 
both met death under romantic circum- 
stances, the one on a Grecian battlefield, the 
other on the field of honor, Byron at the 
age of thirty-six, Pushkin at thirty-eight. 
But the parallel goes far deeper than this. 
Byron was born in 1788, Pushkin eleven 
years later. Byron’s fame had spread 
thruout Europe by the time the Russian 
was ready to essay his first flights of song, 
and in common with all the greatest Eu- 
ropean poets of his century, Pushkin fell 
under the spell of that curious mingling of 
glamorous Weltschmerz and _ sentimental 
romanticism which was in the spirit of the 
times and which, because it is best ex- 
pressed in Byron’s poems, has come to be 
associated with the name of the English 
poet. Because he was possessed of a poetic 
talent at least as vigorous and highly per- 
sonalized as Byron’s, Pushkin succeeded 
better than most of his contemporaries in 
establishing a just balance between his own 
personality and his poetic model; so, altho 
all of the Russian’s early poems and much 
of his maturer work is distinctly Byronic 
in tone and especially in structure, this in- 
fluence was rather beneficial than devitaliz- 
ing.” 


N a recent issue of The Independent, 

Ernest Boyd discusses at length the 
present tendency of authors and publishers 
to take advantage of the present fashion of 
collecting modern first editions by publish- 
ing artificial rarities for this trade. He 
very truly remarks that the present business 
of manufacturing a limited number of 
copies to make them rare defeats its own 
end, because such copies are never dis- 
persed, lost or destroyed in the ordinary 
process of time. The result is that there is 
nothing easier to find than a limited, auto- 
graphed edition of George Moore, Joseph 
Conrad, and the others whose first editions 
are collected. The dealers have to sub- 
scribe to these limited editions to satisfy 
their less intelligent customers and to pro- 
tect themselves against the cornering of 
some particular book by a rival. Privately, 
however, they grumble, because they do not 
always dispose of the copies which they 
order, and they are under no illusion as: to 
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the scarcity of such artificial rarities. 
Furthermore, they know that this is not 
book collecting, and that the ultimate effect 
will be to discourage persons who might 
otherwise have become true bibliophiles. 
“So long as sheeplike and inexperienced 
book collectors,” says Mr. Boyd, “give their 
orders for this rubbish, so long will the 
dealers sell the merchandise in demand, 
while grumbling to the initiated who know 
the machinery of the trade. At the same 
time the charm of book collecting is vanish- 
ing, and the honest bibliophile is an object 
of greater derision than before. . . It looks 
as if the pleasure would be denied to those 
who thirty years from now look upon the 
work of some of our beginners. They have 
barely made their début when they offer 
limited editions of several thousand copies, 
and in great haste they proffer large paper 
copies signed by their untried and worth- 
less signatures.” Fashion in book collect- 
ing, like everything else, both comes and 
goes. 


The demand for modern first editions 
will not continue indefinitely along present 
lines. A few who have collected wise- 
ly will profit by their good judgment. 
Many who have collected indiscriminately 
will see their collections sold for a song. It 
requires good taste and judgment together 
with courage and patience to be a successful 
collector, judged on a financial basis. The 
percentage of successful collectors is small. 
This is what makes the game so very 
interesting.
